The twentieth anniiRl convention nf 
the American Federation convened in | 
this city Thuraday iniirniti>^ with the' 
laigeat attendance of delegates and more 
people repreaented than at any preceding; 
ooaventioB. Th« MStsions arc being held 
ia HiHic Hall and an laigely attaaded 
by eitiaena of Louitvillc, wlio haw teen 
moat agreeably surprised at the Intelle- 
gent looking and progressive iKxly of 
me i legislating for the toilers in every 
branch of AoMricaa induilrjr and 
commerce. 

The formal opening of the convention 
took place Thuraday nMraiag at 10:30 
o'dodc, Praaideat Sanoal Gompers 
iotrodudng William M. Higgina. of the 
Kentucky Irish American and Typo- 
graphical Tiiion No. 10, who welcomed 
the delegates in the following words: 

Fellow Trades Unionists, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: In the name of organized 
labor of our city and State I have the 
honor of welcoming the American Ped- 
eratioB of Labor aad the reprewntativea 
fro3i abroad to Loniaville and Kentucky. 
The welcome tendered you comes from 
the hearts of our people, and I know you 
will receive it in the spirit in which it is 
offered. 

This twentieth annual convention of 
tbe American Federation of I«abor will 
add another bright page to the history of 
the labor movement in this country. 

l^pon you rests thf dawn of a tit w cen- 
tury, anil may ' lie record made here shine 
forth (luring the years to come as does 
now the Declaration of Independence. 
Your work is a noble and holy one and

will come before you that will have a far- 
reaching effect, but when 1 look into the 
earnest, intelligent and honest faces be- 
fore ine I have no fears of tbe result. 

Kentucky and tbe South are today 
looking to you Jot guidance and aaaiat- 
ance. Tbe indnatrial development of 
the Sooth during tbe coming years prom- 
iaea to be phenomenal and a surprise to 
the world. Then let us look fr>rward and, 
protitiug by the experiences of the past, 
strive here and now for a coursi- that will 
lead to still >>etter and more friendly rela- 
tions between capital and la^. 

Ladies and geatlamen, yonr atruggle 
during tbe pnat twenty years for shorter 
hours and batter conditions for tbe toil- 
ing masses has been a successful one and 
sliouM l)c vigorously continued. You 
will thereby create u more intelligent and 
healthy citizenship and avert the degra 
datiott of all made in tbe image of God. 
Under yonr guidance thia moat reprcaent- 
ative aad democratic body will aoon be> 
come of age. Remember that beaidea the 
millions already in our ranks there are 
atill other millions watching you today. 
Pursuing the same course as heretofore 
it will not be long ere they ore enrolled, 
«nd then labor's hosts will be invincible 
and equal justice secured for all alike. 

I win not detain you longer, only deair- 
ing to My that the Kentucky State Fed- 
eration of Labor and the Central Labor 
Union of thia city hope to make your stay 
among us pleasant. All our citi/ens aud 
officials bid you a hearty welcome. The 
doors are unlocked. You may enter any- 
where and take what you want. And 
before your departure I would ask you to 
imprcaa upon each aad every mind tbe 
motto of the great Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, "United we sUnd, divided we 
fall." Make this motto yours and suc- 
cess must come to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, the masses of toilers and 
our eutire country. A^aiu I say you are 
welcome, heariily welcome. 

President Gompers made a graceful 
and happy rcsponae, during which he re- 
ferred to the late differences exiating in 
this Stale between the workingmen and 
their satisfactory solution, avA urged the 
leading political parties to take a lesson 
from the lalior people aud adjust their 
troubles in like manner and thereby better 
serve tbe State. 

Tbe President then announced tbe ap- 
pointment of James McGill aa Aaaiatant 
Secretary, Lonia Kicfer as Measenger and 
Cbarlea Feeta as Setgeant-at-Arms. Tbe 
Committee on Credentials followed with 
its report, which recommended tbe seat- 
ing of over 'J(K) (Iclegales, among them 
being represeutativvs from England, 
Scotland and Canada. Only a couple of 
minor protests were entered, which were 
referred to the Credentiala Committee for 
bearing. 

Preaident Gompers read bis snnnal re- 

pmrt, which was an interesting and 
lengthy document and gives evidence of 
careful end conservative consideration of

ment so long aa chattel slavery eziated; 
hence the formation of national uniona 
could not be effectually achieved. The 
abolition of chattel slavery paved the way 
for larger industrial development and 
conjointly with it the greater growth and 
expansion of trade unionism upon a na- 
tional basis. Now, as industries are fre- 
quently merged and concentrated, we 
present to the world the beat federation 
of organised labor whidi haa betn re- 
corded by history. 

(iiir economic and social life presents 
to us new and complex problems. The 
century now opening liefore us requires 
the keenest appreciation on the part of 
all, that upon ourselves and upon our 
unity in sentiment, conviction and action 
liea the aafety of the future manhood, 
womanhood and childhoo<l of our coun- 
try. There have been no rights accordc<l 
unless '.hey have hecn ( oiKincrcd through 
the unity, the wisdom and the willing- 
ness of those who have aojuired them to 
bear baidM aad •lake.awrSni. ' 
ia tne of the |tt«t ia tme in the preaent 
and will be equally true in tbe future. 
To organize tbe yet unorganized vrorkers; 
to build up national and international 
unions; to make our organizations daily 
more effective to defend the toilers; to 
protect and promote their interests in 
every way; to assure beyond all perad- 
venture tbe vantage ground already 
gained; to progress continually in abol- 
ishing that which the woclurt, their 
wives and their children have too long 
borne, and the achievement of that jus- 
lice to which we are entitled. Tbe suc- 
cess of these, as typitied by our great 
cause, now aud for all time to oomc, reals 
entirely upon the working daaa itadf. It 
may be tme that others by their aympa- 
thctic action may aid us in onr move- 
ments, but we resent the daima or the 
promises of any nnd all that the amelior- 
ation in the condition of the wage-work- 
ers or llieir disentliralmenl from every 
form of justice depends upon any other 
power than that of tbe working people 
themselves by and through their trade 
union effort. 

The Ametican Federation of Labor baa 
not indulged in any exhaustive or elal>or- 
ate platform of abstract principles. It 
recognizes that the best organization for 
the working people is a|i organization of 
tbe working ptrople, and that is tbe trade 
union; to assure and insure the right of 
tbe trade anions to self-government, and 
yet to insist that tbe toilers in each 
union shall appreciate tbe interdepend- 
ence of organizations, and by the federa- 
tion of all to present a solid i)halanx of 
the workers of America. 

Realizing the uecessily for the unity 
of tbe wage-earners at our country, 
tbe American Federation of Labor has 
upon all oecaaions dedared that trade 
unions should open their portals to all 
wage-worker, irrespective of creed, color, 
nationality, sex, or j>olitirs. Nothing 
has transpired in recent years which has 
called for a change of our declared policy 
upon this question; on tbe contrary, 
every evidence tends to confirm us in 
this conviction; for, even if it were not 
a matter of principle, self-pr^aervation 
would prompt tbe workers to organize 
intelligently and to make common 
canso. In making the declaraticjii we 
have we do not necessarily prcK'laim 
that the social barriers existing between 
the whites and blacks could or should be 
felled with one stroke of the pen; but 
when white and black workera are 
compelled to work aide by side under tbe 
same adverae drcnmatancea and under 
equally unfair conditions it seems an 
anomaiy that we should refuse to accord 
the right of organization to workers 
because of a difference in their color. 
I'nless we shall give tbe negro workers 
the opportunity to organise, and thus 
place them where they can protect and 
defend themselvea agaiaat the rapacity 
and cupidity of their employers; unless 
we continue tbe policy of endeavoring 
to make friends of tbem, there can l>e no 
question but that they will not only be 
forced down in the economic scale

The greeting tendered the Supreme 
Delegatea and State officers of the Catho- 
lic Knigbta of America by Branch 21 last 
Sunday afternoon waa moat gratifying to 
the members aa well aa the guests. Sel- 
dom has there been seen such a large and 
enthusiastic gathering in their ball at 
Thirteenth and Market strseta. 

Preaident Patrick Flaherty occupied 
tbe chair and opened the proceedings, 
congratulating the members upon their 
respon.se to the call issued and welcom- 
ing most heartily the guests of the day. 
The businev transactiMl waa of tbe usual 
order and occupied but little time. Cigars 
were then lighted and all were ready for 
the itttereating ezerdaes that followed. 
Tbe Chairman designated State Secretary 
John Score aa master of ceremonies, and 
a better selection coold not hava been 
made. 

The I'lrst speakers were State President 
Mike Rickert and Supreme Delegates 
Joseph Hubbnch and Harry Veeneman, 
who spoke at length upon the benefits 
conferred upon members of this order, lu 
many spedU advantagea for Catholics, 
the renewed interest awakene<l recently 
tjiroughout the country, aud the bright 
prospects for the future. They urged 
each person [iresent to interest him- 
self in doubling tbe present member- 
ship in Kentucky, saying that the work 
was now well under way. The incraaae 
since tbe recent State convention was 
most satisfactory and the Supreme and 
State officers were indeed anxious that 
the same ratio should continue to the end 
of their terms. All paid their compli- 
ments to Branch 1^1 and its officers and 
declared that no other fraternal society 
was as prompt in the payment of its 
beneficiariea. 

Henry Bosquet and John Fladtler fol- 
lowed, the former making several sug- 
gestions that met with general favor. His 
advocacy (jf ,i labor bureau and oll.ci 
advanced ideas for the benefit of mem- 
bers was given tbe closest attention, and 
a number of tbem will likely be put to 
practical nae in the neer future. 

There were numerous calls for nr. 
William B. Doberty, who responded with 
an eloquent and convincing address. For 
years the doctor Ims witched with in- 
terest the gtowili of the Catholic Knights 
of America, and be was delighted to see 
the display of enthusiasm manifested 
upon this occasion and tbe universal de- 
sire for the npliftinc «f man to a higher 
sundard and tbe better protection of the 
widows and orphans. This was a noble 
mission, and no surer road to its realiza- 
tion existed than that furnished by the 
Catholic Knights of America, which had 
weathered storms where many other fra- 
ternal societies had perished, uutil today 
there remained in their reserve fund tbe 
enormous sura of half a million dollara. 
The Catholic Knigbts, he declared, cau

FATHER RUBSH 



Beloved Chaplain of Nazareth 
Succumbs to Attactc of 
Pnaumonla. 




Rev. Father David Russell, for the 
past thirty yean oba|dain ui Nazareth, 
died there laat Saturday morning, and 
the uncvpected news was received with 
sincere sorrow throughout the entire 
State. His funeral took place Monday 
morning, a special coach carrying Mon- 
aignor Bouchet and nearly all the clergy, 
while large numbers went via'the regular 
train. Solemn Pontifical mass was cele- 
brated at Nasareth, the chapel not being 
large enough to admit thoae who came to 
witneaa the aoltmn services and pay the 
last tribute of rsapact to their departed 
friend. 

Father Kussell was a native 6f Marion 
county and received bis classical educa- 
tion at St. Thomas', near Bardstown. His 
theological atudies were taken at tbe 
University of I^ouvain, Belgium. After 
being gradoated there in 1860 Father 
Ruaaell came to Louiaville aa an asaodate 
priest of the Cathedral of the Aasnmption. 
Ttvo yean later ha was recalled to Lou- 
vain to fill tbe office of Vice Rector. 
There his health broke down and be re- 
tnriie<l to Louisville and for tbe second 
liint- t<x>k up his duticaatthe Cathedral. 
In the fall of 1870 he waa called to the 
chaplaincy at Nazareth, whidi he held 
until tbe time of hia death. 

Hisliatnre was genial and all who were 
associated with him loved him. He was 
oue of the uiost widely known priests of 
the Catholic church in Kentucky The 
parents of all the girts iu the convent 
sought out Father Russell whenever they 
visited Nazareth and were entertained 
by him at the priest's bouse with courte- 
ous and genial boqiitality. 

Tbe poor for mile* around knew of his 
ministering sympathy. His final illness 
is directly due to a lU ep cold caught a 
year ago, when lie was called on a win- 
ter's night to linve seven miles through 
the snow to visit a poor Catholic. Several 
^weeks ago Father Russell came to St. 
Joseph's Infirmary tor treatment. He 
was temporarily benefited and returned 
to Nasareth. The bight he reached there 
tbe girls were to have their anntul liter- 
ary exercises. The occasion could not lie 
complete without the presence of Father 
Russell and lit- was persuiideil to come. 
Aa the hall was poorly healed be caught 
a deep cold, which devcloued into pneu- 
monia, and ended in death.

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THE BAQAN CASE. 



The GO* of Gen. Bfui, niidcr 

suspension for insubordination and 
disrespect to his superior officer, is 
again the subject of criticism. Dur- 
ing the Spanish* American ma Oen. 
Egan pnblidy condemned Gen. 
Miles, the commanding general of 
the army, for which he was court- 
martialed and aentenotd to degrada- 
tion and dismissal from the array. 
Gen. Kgan's offense was a flagrant 
Eolation of military law and discip- 
line. President McKinley, while 
approving the finding of the court, 
commuted the sentence to suspen- 
sion from service because of Gen. 
ligan's long and faithfttl service in 
the army and his previous unblem- 
ished record. Geu. Egan is near 
the age for retirement, and is in 
Washington to ask it, but has not 
formally done ao. Under the law 
be can not be placed on the retired 
list while under sentence except by 
special act and consent of Congress. 
To this the President and War De- 
partment seem favorable, and if 
allowed to take its course quietly, 
as it should, it would not even ex- 
dte comment, for it ia only a matter 
of military discipline which the War 
Department is able and willing to 
settle, and afiects only Gen. Egan. 

But the saoM' elementa which 
made it an iasoe in the Presidential 
campaign are again discussing it, 
and in the same spirit of misrepre- 
sentation and injustice to Bgan and 
the President— partisaniam and en- 
mity to Egan because he is Irish. 
This last reason may grate on the 
ears of some of our Iriah contempo- 
raries whose partisaniam has led 
them unconsciously to aid in the 
effort to injure Egan and further 
humiUate him by opposing the 
Prasident, who haa so far saved him 
from utter disgrace and is seeking 
to end the incident and allow Gen. 
Egan to retire with the usual an- 
nuity to provide for him in his 
closing years. In such a case poli- 
tics should not enter, hut unfortu- 
nately partisaniam and bigotry are 
too often the motive rather than 
law and justice, which seem to 
have been the sole motive of 
the President and military author- 
ities. They recognize the fact that 
Egan's offense was such as must be 
condemned and punished to main- 
tain discipline in the army; but, 
that, as a matter of justice, Gen. 
Bgan's faithful life service in the 
army entitled him to exemption 
from the disgrace of dishonorable 
dismissal and the humiliation of 
dependence in his old age. The 
fact that Gen. Egan is an Irishman 
and may disagree with them polit- 
ically is ignored. They see him 
only a soldier who haa aerved his 
country well, his record marred by 
but one offense, which bars him 
from that to which his services 
entitle him— honorable retirement 
and provision for his last ycara — 
and this they are seeking to obtain 
for him by special act and consent 
of Congress, the only power under 
our Government that can grant it. 
Id this effort, though it is an admit- 
ted innovation, the friends of justice, 
and certainly the friends of Gen. 
Egan, should approve and support 
President McKinley and the War 
Department, even though they dia- 
agree politicaRy. It is not political 
advantage, power or honor that is 
sought for Gen. Egan, hut simply 
justice and recompense due an old 
soldier for a life work to the service 
of his country marred by but one 
bad mark. 

Of course the bigots can not be ' 
expected to care anything about all 
that, for their opposition is based 
on Egan personally, who can not 
help, and would not if he could.

Pres- 
ident McKinley recommends the 
canal bill in hia message, but he 
haa notified ita advocatea that the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, under which 
England claims t'le right of consent 
and joint control of the canal, must 
be abrogated— that the bill must 
provide and the treaty must be so 
changed as to allow the canal to be 
built, owned and controlled inde- 
pendently by the United States— or 
he will veto the bill. It goes with- 
out saying that JtAnny Bull will 
not like that.

Kruger in Europe, though he 
acts and speaks with all due regard 
to the proprieties, is likdy to prove 
a bull in a china shop. France and 
Holland have received him enthusi- 
astically; Belgium courteously; in 
Germany the people greeted him 
with ovations, but the Government 
snubbed him ; the others wonder if 
he will visit them, and all are anx- 
ious to know if he will go to Russia, 
and how he will be received there 
should he go. He asks that Eng- 
land be urged by the nations tu 
stop the pillage and slaughter of 
hia people. Already hia request is 
being considered by the Parliaments 
of France and Holland; Italy has 
agreed to consider it, and it is not 
unlikely to be introduced in the 
German Parliament despite th» 
Emperor; that Russia will approve 
it seems to be conceded; the United 
States Government long ago sug- 
gested it. But the sittMtion is 
such — I'^ngland claiming possession 
of the Boer territory by right of 
conqtwst and having declared it 
annexed provinces and the Boers 
her subjects and now in rebellion — 
it remains to be seen how far such 
action of other govcmmenta can go 
without being treated aa unfriendly 
under international equity. It is 
not improbable that the Boer ques- 
tion may prove the spark to start 
the long impending conflagration — 
a general European war — which all 
desire to avert and England dreads. 

The anti-English sentiment seems 
to be as strong in Germany as in 
France, as evidenced by the en- 
thusiastic receptions of President 
Kruger as far as he went on his 
way to Berlin before he received 
word that the Emperor disapproved 
his presence and would not receive 
him. Kruger, though surprised 
and disappointed, immediately left 
Germany.

Much spsce is now being given sn ex- 
traordinary story coming siiimltaneously 
from Ireland and from the continent. 
It seems that a widespread conviction 
prevails among the peasantry of tbe 
Emerald Isle and likewise ia many fbr- 
eign cafitala that tbe Boer Oaaeral, De 
Wet, who is giving so much tronble to 
the English troops in South Africa, is 
no other than Charles Stewart Parnell. 

According to this story, which is 
improbable if not impossible, I'aruell 
realizing that his exiutence after the 
scandal in connection with tbe O'Shea 
divorce case would oonetUnta a source of 
weakncai to the canea of' hia beloved 
country, resolved to disappear either 
forever or until such a time as the fa -t 
that lie was still alive could no longer 
injuriously alTect the destinies of Ivriii. 
It is asserted that tbe coffin purporting to 
contain his body contains nothing but a 
mere lay figure or sand, and that after 
shaving off his beard be made hia escspe 
in tbe disguise of a priest 

By those who have seen both Parnell 
and De Wet it is a.sserte(l that there is a 
great physical resemblance and likewise 
similarity of manner between the two 
men, while it can not be denied that lhe> 
have in common a peculiar fondness for 
investing their movements with the most 
profound and impenetrable mystery. 

However this may be, the fact remaina 
that the phenomenal successes of De 
Wet are looked upon in Ireland as so 
many victories fcr one whose memory is 
still green in the hearts of bis country- 
men, and whole still rqprded in the 
light of a national hero.

The church makes use of five colors in 
the vestments worn by the priests at 
mass — white, rtd, green, purple and 
block. U'Ir.lL- i^i emblematic of inno- 
cence and purity and of the eternal bliss 
to be enjoyied hereafter; red, the color of 
fire and blood, betokens love and martyr, 
dom; green signifies hope and violet or 
purple faith aad paaatMe ; black is an 
emblem of death. wMle Is the color 
used on the feasts of our I<ord, of the 
Plcssfd Virgin, of the angels sad of con- 
fessors. Red is the color used st Pente- 
coet and on the feasts of the martyrs. 
Green ia used on the Sundays after 
Epiphany and after Pentecost, on which 
nothing special is commemorated. Pur- 
ple is tued in Advent and I^ent ami upon 
vigils and Rmber days. Black is use<l on 
Good Friday and at masses for the dead.

A copy of the Tope's encyclicAl on 
"Jcaua ChrUt the Redeemer," hu juat 
beco rcodwd in Mew York ffom Eoine. 
The encjrclicsl, which U •drlrsmd to all 
the Patriucht, PrioMlei, Arditaiihopa 
and BUhopa of the Roman Catholic 
church throughout the world is intended 
by the Pope aa an end-of-the-century ad- 
dreiaod to the Catholic faithful. 

The Pope says although it is not possi- 
ble to look to the future without anxiety 
and the dangcra to ha feared are neither 
light nor few, through God'afoodncaa the 
end of the century aeema to afford aome 
((round for hope and comfort. Despite 
all the attractions of the world, nnd so 
many obstacles to piety, at :i sinnlc sign 
from the Roman Pontiff a great multitude 
of pilgrima thrtfagcd Rome daring the 
Holy Year. 

"Who," asks the Pope, "oonid fail to 
be moved bjr tbia apectacle of cztraocdi- 
nary devoHon toward the Savior? This 
fervor of so many thousands of men join- 
ing with oue mind aud one heart from 
the rising to the setting of the sun in 
acclaiming and exhorting the name and 
the gloriea of Jesua Christ woyld readily 
be deemed worthy of the noblest daya of 
Christianity." 

The law of Christ, the Pope aays, must 
be sought absolutely from the church, 
aud accordinj^ly, iis Christ is the way for 
men, so also is the cluin-h He of him- 
aelf and by Hia nature li" >>v tbeoffice 
coofcmd on her and the communication 
of power. iFlwrafon, contends the Pope, 
whosoever looks for salvation outside of 
the church goes astray and labors in vain. 
The case, he says, is almost the aame 
with States as with individuals; they, too, 
must end ilisastrously if they <lepart foom 
the way. The Son of Oo<l, the creater 
and redeemer of human nature, is ki.i^ 
and lord of the world and has supreme 
power .over men singly and collectively. 

The Pope next declarca that by a con 
fusion of ideaa both ralera and subjects 
were led away from the true path, for 
they needed what was wanting — a sure 
giiide and support. "And," he asks, 
"did we not every day see States which 
labored hard to inanre an increased pub- 
lic proaperity distressed aud auffering in 
many reapecta, and these of the highest 
in^Mitance? But thoae who ars rssponsi- 
ble for thia do not perceive well enou|;h 
the effects of what they are doing. For 
the idea of C",oil judging what is gtx>d 
and what is evil being given up, the laws 
must lose their chief authority and jus- 
t ice collapse— two bonds of the stzoogest 
kind which sec sss snti s ll y ns c esss r y to 
huntsa sodsty. 

"In like manner w hen the hope and 
expectation of eternal happiness has dis- 
ippe.ircd there is a disposition to thirst 
eagerly for earthly goods, and every one 
endeavors by all the means in his power 
to grab aa much of them as he can for 
himself. Hence arise jealoua rivalry, 
envy, hatred, then horrible achcmea, the 
deaire to dwUah sll power, the design to 
create and ruin everywhere. No tran- 
(juallity abroad, no security at home; 
civil society <lisfigurc<l by crime. Christ 
the Lord must be restored to human so- 
ciety as to His poaseaaion; all the mem- 
bera and parta of the aodal organization 
must dsBw apd drink from tbs fountain 
of life which prooesda from Him— the 
legal enactments, the nstionsl institu- 
tions, the universities and s c hoo l s, the 
marriage laws and the family, the palacea 
of the wealthy and the workshops of the 
toilers. And let it be borne in mind th«t 
upon this largely depends thst dviliia- 
tion of the nationa which ia so much de 
aired, for it ia nooriahed and promoted 
notao muchbytboss oomforta aiid re- 
sources which affect the body aaby thoae 
things which concern the aool — praiae- 
worthy morals and the cultivation of 
virtue." 

The Po|>e begs of all Christians to do 
what they can to know their Redeemer 
as He ia, and he eapedally appeals to the 
olefgy to exert their aeal for thia pnrpoae 
as far aa poaaiUe in the pulpit and the 
achoola and wherever opportunity offers. 
In conclusion ho says: 

"But as we arc writing of that which 
we can hope to attain only through Di- 
vine grace, unite<l iu fervor and in earu- 
est prayer, let us l>eg of God to show His 
mercy, not to allow thoae whom He haa 
redeemed by the abedding of Hia blood 
to perish, to look favorably upon thia age 
which has greatly sinned, but has also 
suffered greatly in expiation of its faults, 
aud lovingly embracing men of every 
race and nation to remember His own 
words, 'I, if I 1>« lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all things to Myself.' "
